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REPORT 



TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1 We, tlie Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, appointed 
under an Act passed ill tlio 7th and 8th years of your Majesty’s reign, entitled “ An 
Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable Donations and Bequests in 
Ireland," humbly beg leave to submit to your Majesty this our Thirty-fourth Annual 
Keport. 

2 . Since the date of our last Report 30 meetings have been summoned, and of these 
28 have been effectual. We have made 236 orders in various matters affecting charities 
and charity property, besides providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the 
charities under our control. 

3. We liavo instituted legal proceedings in several important cases, and the amount 
of the solicitor’s costs for the past year was £275 Os. 8A, of which £11 8s. 9ei. is charge- 
able upon the vote, the remainder being provided for out of the various charity funds. 



4. We continue to pay to the Exchequer £41 18s. id:, being the annual dividend on an 
old endowment, from private sources, placed in the hands of the late Board in 1815, “ to 
assist them in recovering embezzled charities ; ” this is not required for that purpose, so 
long as costs incurred, and not otherwise realized, are paid out of the Parliamentary vote. 

5. In our last Report we observed that Trustees of funds vested in us for charitable 
purposes did not avail themselves of the power of transferring to us those funds 
to as creat an extent as the very obvious advantages to them and to the charities 
would have led us to expect. The applications to us during the past year have 
been more frequent than previously. In many of these the funds- have been actually 
transferred to ns, while other cases are still under consideration. The effect of such 
transfers is to save the expense of applications to the Court of Chancery such as for 
the appointment of new Trustees, and to provide for the permanent safety of funds 
which might otherwise he endangered by the death of Trustees or other causes. 

It also relieves the Trustees themselves from further responsibility, without com- 

' celling them to take the more expensive step of lodging money in Court under 
the Trustee Relief Act. Under the 11th section of the Charitable Donations 
and Bequests Act (Ireland), 1871," we are also enabled to accept rent-charges and 
annuities, which produces greater regularity in l their -transmission .to the L Chanties 
Recently an annuity of £70, devised by the will of Mr. James Keeffe for the Poor of the 
parish of Modeligo, in the county of Waterford, without religious distinction, has been 
conveyed to us by Deed. The amount due for arrears has also been paid to us, and has 
been placed in the hands of Local Administrators, with a view of caarymg m^t the 
benevolent intentions of the Testator. In the second part of Schedule No. 3 mil be 
found the sums received by us, under the above powers, since the date of our last 
report. 

6. Difficulty is often experienced by persons having funds m their hands for 
charitable purposes in ascertaining the parties competent to give them prope g 
discharges. 1 Useful provisions in the Acts regulating our

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have been in communication on the subject with the General Prisons Board with a view 
of deciding upon some advantageous application of a kindred character. As that Board 
has power to give to prisoners discharged from prison sums of money not exceeding 40s. 
to any one prisoner, to be applied for his benefit, we were of opinion that it would be an 
advantageous application of the various Bequests for Poor Debtors to supplement these 
grants in cases where the Prisons Board considered, that a larger sum might be 
usefully applied. We have been informed by the Prisons Board that, these supple- 
mentary grants would be specially beneficial to discharged female prisoners. The 
present view of the Board is to pay, or to order the payment of these. Bequests to the 
Prisons Board, to be applied for the benefit of persons discharged from prison in the various 
localities in which they had been heretofore applied for debtors, and we shall receive 
from the Prisons Board from time to time accounts of the wav in which the money has 
been applied by it. This arrangement is temporary, and subject to further order. We 
have not as yet been able to carry out the practical details of this altered application, 
but we hope to do so before the close of the present year ; and as the Act of Parliament 
requires us to give public notification of all schemes framed by us, all persons interested 
in the administration of these Prison Charities will be afforded an opportunity of 
stating their views, and having them considered by us. 

8. We also adverted to the new scheme sanctioned by the Court of Chancery for regu- 
lating the distribution of marriage portions to the sons and daughters of day labourers 
in the counties Meath and Longford, as well as, under certain circumstances, in ad- 
joining counties, as provided for under the Will of the late Mr. Chariton. On the first 
distribution under that scheme the applicants were very numerous, . so much so that 
we were disposed to think some alteration might have to be made in the rules which 
were laid down for its administration. The working of the charity, however, during 
the past year has been much more satisfactory, and we are in hopes that it will so 
continue, and thus confer great benefits on large numbers of the labouring classes in 
the counties above named. In the distribution which has just taken place, sums of £25 
each were given to nine applicants from Meath and Longford ; while from the same 
counties 54 persons received from the surplus £L3 13s. each. 

9. In the endowment for a similar purpose, left by the Will of Mr. Roger Palmer, for 
the benefit of poor women residing on his estates in the county of Dublin, five applicants 
received a sum of £18 14s. 7 cl. each. 

10. The provisions of the 4th section of the “ Charitable Donations and Bequests 
Act (Ireland), 1867,’’ by which notice of proceedings relative to charity matters or pro- 
perty is required to be given to our Board in the first instance are most valuable. 
Proceedings are often taken, and heavy costs incurred, which are either unnecessary, or 
in which the objects sought to be attained could have been accomplished by our own 
statutable powers without expense to the charity. To insure the advantages intended 
by the section it is important that the notice should be served before any proceedings 
are commenced. It is so desirable that this should be publicly known and enforced, 
that, since the passing of the Act of 1867, we have thought it our duty in two cases to call 
the attention of the Court to the omission to serve notice, and the petitions were dis- 
missed with costs on that ground. We were afterwards able to afford the parties the 
assistance required. In other cases the intention to take proceedings has been aban- 
doned after such notice was given, it being then ascertained that no object would be 
attained which our powers were not sufficient to effect. In the case of a " Deaf and 
Dumb School,” we framed a scheme for the Cy Pres application of a fund, which for 
some years it had become impracticable to apply. In James Menagh’s endowment we 
authorized the sale of lands, and provided for the due application of the purchase- 
money. 

11. Under the Will of Roger Brettridge, dated in 1683, certain lands were left in the 
county of Cork for the purpose of making payments to seven poor old men of the 
Protestant religion in the Asylum, that had been soldiers, and were unable to work, and 
the surplus was to be applied in apprenticing the children of poor Protestant soldiers in 
the city of Cork. We ascertained that a -number of objects could not be found, in 
accordance with the strict directions of the Will, sufficient to exhaust the income of the 
Charity, which had risen to £350 per annum, and that there was at present an accumu- 
lated fund of £2,300. We, therefore, directed proceedings to be taken to enable the 
income to be usefully applied in harmony with the general intentions of the Testator. 
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1 2. Under the Will of Hannah Villiers, dated in 1 8 1 9, an income of £340 was applicable 
to the maintenance of a Female Orphan School, two schools attached thereto, and a 
Widows 5 Almshouse. The increase in the income has left an annual surplus of £80, for 
which no objects were provided by the Will. We have, therefore, prepared a scheme by 
which that surplus will be made available for improving the condition of the Almshouse 
and increasing the Widows’ allowances. 

13. In the year 1859 proceedings were brought to a close, by which we realized about 
£9,000 for a charity school in Wexford, founded by Mr. William Tate, the management 
of which was handed over to the Trustees named by the Court of Chancery. In 1877 
statements were laid before us, from which it appeared to us that the nature of the school 
was changed from the original intention, and that the introduction of paying boarders, 
and of too high a standard of education, would gradually have the effect of withdrawing 
all pupils of the humbler class, for which it had been specially designed. At the same 
time we did not object, provided this object was kept paramount, to any modifications in 
the rules which would add to the extent or resources of the charity. We, therefore, 
sanctioned proceedings for the purpose, and the Court has ordered that all the pupils 
shall be entitled to receive a sound English, commercial, and mathematical education, 
and that those who choose to pay a fee of £2 per annum may be also instructed in 
French and elementary mathematics; that in addition to four free boarders and twenty-five 
free day boys, the Trustees shall be allowed to admit day pupils, paying fees of not more 
than £5 per annum, but no resident paying boarders. 

14. The strictness with which w T e continue to require Executors to comply with the pro- 
vision of publishing Charitable Bequests in the localities in which they are intended to be 
applied, lias considerably decreased the numberof cases in which we have found it necessary 
to institute proceedings for the recovery of withheld charities, but, on the other hand, the 
powers conferred on us of facilitating the administration of Charitable Trusts are largely 
availed of, and are found most beneficial in practice, not only in remedying and 
preventing abuses but also in saving charity property from . costly litigation. The 
number of advertisements of Charitable Bequests registered in our books since the 
passing of the Charitable Bequests Act of 1867 is 2,923, and the cases in which we have 
exercised our power of exempting from publication amount to 737. As regards the 
latter class it may be laid down as a general rule, either that the Estate of the Testator 
was insolvent or that the Bequests were small in amount ; where exemption has been 
granted on account of the sum being small, we have imposed as an .almost invariable 
condition that vouchers and receipts should be produced for the inspection of our 
Secretaries showing that the sums had been paid. By following this system we have 
been saved the necessity of resorting to the County Courts for the recovery of small 
bequests. A sum amounting in the aggregate to upwards of £11,000, but exclusively 
made up of small items, lias by the exercise of this power been paid over for charitable 

* and pious purposes without suit or cost, and these formed the class of Bequests which 
were usually left unpaid or lost sight of. 



15. We have been able to confer substantial benefit on some charitable endowments 
by exercising tli e powers we possess of authorising sales of charity property which were 
unproductive, or which from altered circumstances had become unsuited to their original 
purposes. In all such cases we inquire into the sufficiency of the purchase-money, and 
provide for its security and due appropriation. We also continue to empower Trustees 
to grant leases in excess of their original powers, where such leases permanently improve 
the Charity property. 

16. The applications to us for assistance in regulating charities and improving their 
position, property, or administration, appear to be growing both in number and 
importance. 

17. The “ Supreme Court of Judicature Act (Ireland) 1877” having transferred the 
jurisdiction to audit the charity accounts of this Board to the Local Government Board 
of Ireland, and an Order regulating the manner of audit having been made on the 21st 
of June, 187S, by the Lords Justices and Privy Council of Ireland, the Charity accounts 
of the Commissioners for the year ended December 31, 1877, were duly audited and 
declared as correct. The accounts for the year ended December 31, 1878, hare been 
prepared and submitted for audit in conformity with said Order. 
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18. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the pro- 
visions of the “Exchequer and. Audit Departments Act, 1866;” and our Appropriation 
Account for the year ending March 31, 1878, has been certified to be correct by the Auditor- 
General of Public Accounts. 

19. The total amount of the trust funds which were under our care and control in 
cash, and vested in Government and other securities, on the 31st December last, as well 
as the annual amount of rents and annuities under our control, will be found set forth 
in the second Schedule. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof have caused our 
corporate seal to be hereto affixed, this 9th day of July, 1879.
